‘‘If the things I say o f him are no t 
true I w ant Mr. Newell to sue me fo r 
libel. 
I have the evidence against 
him and am ready and willing to pre­ 
sent it in any co urt at any tim e.” 
Mr. Hill, after ex plaining ho w he 
had seen hundreds o f settlers o n rec­ 
lam atio n pro jects In Orego n w aiting 
w earily fo r wo rk o n irrigatio n sy s­ 
tem s to be resum ed, said th a t it is a 
disgrace to the go vernm ent and the 
peo ple have no o ne to defend them . 
‘‘The go vernm ent o wes the peo plo 
it has invited to go o n reclam atio n 
lands in Orego n a bo nus and I think 
it o ught to be paid them. 
The rec­ 
lam atio n service has been slo w. T here 
is no ho j>e o f refo rm in this as lo ng 
as men like No well are at its head. 


Engineers Are Competent. 
“E ngineers emplo y ed by the service 
are as co m petent as any o ther engi­ 
neers, but If things do no t go his way 
he ‘cans’ the engineer who disagrees 
w ith him. 
They had L. C. Sill picked 
o ut to succeed Newell and no w Newell 
is investigating th a t man, try ing to 
drive him o ut o f the service.” 
Mr. Hill cited as instances o f Mr. 
New ell’s alleged 
inco m pentency the 
W lllisto n reclam atio n pro ject in N o rth 
D ako ta and said he did no t believe 
the service was serving 300 acres o n 
this large trac t w ith w ater this y ear. 
"Dism al failures” have been made, 
he said, at Fo rt Peck and Lo wer and 
U pper Milk river valley s in M o ntana. 
"T hese 
co untries,” 
he 
co ntinued, 
“have been set back a generatio n. 
Newell has killed these co untries and 
it is felt that he has been a natio nal 
calam ity .”

It was taken 
as a fo recast o f po ssible further ac­ 
tio n against tho o il as w'ell as the to ­ 
bacco interests if the results o f the 
investigatio n Just co m pleted by the 
departm ent o f Justice o f the wo rkings 
o f the o il disso lutio n decrees Indicate 
th at there Is a pro blem which can still 
be dealt with under tho Sherm an law. 
The atto rney general’s co m plaint is 
no t against 
tho Sherm an 
law, but 
against the decrees o f disso lutio n in­

Great Northern Railway Man Declares 


F. H. Newell, in Charge of Reclama­ 


tion Work, Ie Guilty of Extravagance, 


Incompetency 
and 
Other 
Faults. 


Says Dismal 
Failures Have Been 


Made of Some Projects. 


Ontario, Ore., June 6.—Charging F. 
H. Newell, head of the reclamation 
service, with extravagance, incompe­ 
tency and a few other things, Louis 
W . Hill, now on his way East, In an 
address here, said: 
"If the things I say of him are not 
true I want Mr. Newell to sue me for 
libel. 
I have the evidence against 
him and am ready and willing to pre­ 
sent it in any court at any time." 
Mr. Hill, after explaining how he 
had seen hundreds of settlers on rec­ 
lamation projects in Oregon waiting 
wearily for work on irrigation sys­ 
tems to be resumed, said that it is a 
disgrace to the government and the 
people have no one to defend them. 
“ The government owes the people 
it has invited to go on reclamation 
lands in Oregon a bonus and I think 
it ought to be paid them. 
The rec­ 
lamation service has been slow. There 
is no hoiH> of reform in this as long 
as men like Newell are at its head. 


Engineers Are Competent. 


"Engineers employed by the service 
are as competent as any other engi­ 
neers, tut if things do not go his way 
he ‘cans’ the engineer who disagrees 
with him. 
They had L. C. Sill picked 
out to succeed Newell and now Newell 
is investigating that man, trying to 
drive him out of the service." 
Mr. H ill cited as instances of Mr. 
Newell’s alleged incompetency the 
Williston reclamation project in North 
Dakota and said he did not believe 
the service was serving 300 acres on 
this large tract with water this year. 
“ Dismal failures" have been made, 
he said, at Fort Peck and Lower and 
Upper Milk river valleys In Montana. 
“These 
countries,” 
he 
continued, 
"have been set back a generation. 
Newell has killed these countries and 
it is felt that he has been a national 
calamity."

bill, which would levy a special addi­ 
tional excise tax on a sliding or grad­ 
uated scale upon manufacturers of 
tobacco, cigars, cigarettes and snuff. 
The amendment, coming from a Demo­ 
cratic member, will receive thorough 
consideration from the finance com­ 
mittee. 
The progressive excise tax proposed 
would not reach a manufacturer until 
he controlled about 25 per cent of tho 
total production of the articles. Over 
that amount he would be taxed in a 
rising scale on tobacco I cent a pound 
for the first million pounds per quar­ 
ter, 2 cents a pound for the second 
million pounds, and so on up to 6 
cents a pound. 
These graduated tax­ 
es would be in addition to the regu­ 
lar 8 cents a pound tax that all manu­ 
facturers [lay on tobacco. 
The same 
Is true of the progressive tax on ci­ 
gars, cigarettes and snuff.

Wilson appeared unexpectedly at the 
president’s room at the Capitol with 
the biggest list of diplomatic selec­ 
tions he has made since he took of­ 
fice. 
It waB the president’s fifth visit to 
the halls of congress, but this time 
he found the door of the “ marble 
room” locked, the senate had 
ad­ 
journed and the sergeant-at-arms was 
taken by surprise. 
“ I guess Iii have to get a dupli­ 
cate key for this door.” said the presi­ 
dent smilingly as the sergeant-at-arms 
hastily dispatched a messenger for 
the key. 
Hardly any senators were 
in the building, but Secretary Tu­ 
multy sent out a call for about twen­ 
ty of them and they came in quickly 
from the senate office building. 
While the president has not definite­ 
ly fixed on some of the countries to

Attorney General Doubts Disso­ 


lution Is in Ettect. 


Washington, June 6.— Neither the 
Standard Oil nor the tobacco trust— 
the two greatest examples of the op­ 
eration of tho Sherman anti trust law 
— has been actually dissolved to meet 
the requirements of the statute de­ 
signed to destroy monopolies, accord­ 
ing to the views of Attorney General 
McUeynoids. 
This Just became known, serving as 
an index to the Democratic adminis­ 
tration's policy on trusts. It was taken 
as a forecast of possible further ac­ 
tion against the oil as well as the to­ 
bacco interests if the results of the 
investigation Just completed by the 
department of Justice of the workings 
of the oil dissolution decrees indicate 
that there is a problem which can still 
be dealt with under the Sherman law. 
The attorney general’s complaint is 
not against 
the Sherman 
law, but 
against the decrees of dissolution in­ 
terpreting the decisions of the United 
States supreme court ordering the dis­ 
memberment of the Standard Oil and 
tobacco combinations 
into separate 
competitive parts. 
He is firmly con­ 
vinced that no trust, as in these two 
cases, can be adequately dissolved by 
a pro rata distribution of the stock of 
its disintegrated parts among the Bams 
stockholders who controlled the origi­ 
nal combination.
